PROVO,  December  2,  1929.  Mr.  H. 
i Grant  Ivans,  at  present  proprietor  of 
the  Ivins  Trap-Nfest  Leghorn  Farm 
at  Murray,  has  been  appointed  in- 
srtuctor  in  animal  husbandry  at  Brig- 
ham Young  university  succeeding  Dr. 
C Y.  Cannon  who  has  resigned  to 
accept  a position  as  head  of  the 
dairy  husbandry  work  at  Iowa  State 
College,  it  is  announced  by  President 
Franklin  S.  Harris.  The  appointment 
of  Mr.  Ivins  was  made  at  a meeting 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the 
board  of  trustees  held  at  the  university 
on  Friday. 

Mr.  Ivins  has  had  extended  expert 
ence  in  livestock  work.  Following  his 
graduation  from  the  Utah  Agricul 
tural  College  in  1917,  he  became 
manager  of  the  Ivins  ranch  near  En 
terprise,  in  Washington  county.  In 
this  capacity  he  supervised  the  herd 
of  purebred  Herford  cattle.  As 
something  of  a hoby  at  first,  he  be 
gaii  the  selection  and  breeding  of 
poultry,  which  later  developed  into 
the  thriving  business  which  he  has  at 
present.  His  pedigreed  poultry  breed 
ing  stock  is  now  in  great  demand, 
and  has  consistently  won  awards  at 
intermountain  exhibits. 

Spends  Five  Years  in  Japan 
In  addition  to  his  experience  in  the 
livestock  field,  Mr.  Ivins  has  engaged 
in  important  activities  in  other  fields. 
For  five  years  he  was  on  a mission  in 
Japan,  during  most  of  which  time  lie 
was  president  of  the  mission.  He  was 
a leader  in  school  activities  at  the 
Utah  State  Agricultural  college.  Dur 
ing  his  junior  yea^  he  was  associate 
editor  of  the  yearbook,  and  in  his 
senior  year  he  was  editor  of  Student 
Life,  the  school  paper. 

He  is  well  known  throughout  the 
Intermountain  country  for  his  fre 
quent  writings  on  poultry  and  other 
agricultural  problems  which  have  ap> 
peared  in  the  Utah  Farmer,  the  West 
erner,  and  other  publications. 

Mr.  Ivins  will  take  up  his  duties 
officially  at  the  Brigham  Young  uni' 
versity  on  December  9,  when  the  win^ 
ter  quarter  of  the  school  commences 
In  addition  to  two  courses  in  poultry 
he  will  teach  beef  cattle,  pork  produc 
tion  and  dairying.

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Athletic  Department  Makes  Import- 
ant Announcement 


Comes  the  announcement  from  the 
Athletic  Department  that  Brigham 
Young  university’s  basketball  game: 
this  year  will  be  played  in  the  Ladies’ 
gymnasium.  The  Ladies'  gym  will 
provide  as  large  a playing  floor  as 
any  on  which  B.  Y.  U.  teams  have 
ever  played  in  Provo  and  will  accom- 
odate several  hundred  more  specta- 
tors. 

Three  or  four  hundred  more  specta- 
tors to  be  taken  care  of  is  good  news 
to  Cougar  basketball  followers.  It 
will  be  remembered  how  last  year  al 
most  twice  that  many  were  turned  a' 
way  from  the  B.  Y.  U.-Montana 
series  and  how  the  subject  of  an  ade- 
quate gymnasium  for  Y basketball 
teams  was  heatedly  discussed  with  an 
everwhelming  majority  demanding 
solution  of  the  problem. 

Seating  Accomodation  Lacking 
For  years  the  problem  of  housing 
the  thousands  of  basketball  fans  whe 
wished  to  see  B.  Y.  teams 

action  has  been  a sore  one.  The  old 
Men’s  gym  served  its  purpose  and 
capacity  years  ago  and  with  the  grow- 
th of  the  institution  and  of  Provo  be- 
came woefully  inadequate  to  satisfy 
the  needs  of  the  situation. 

As  contrasted  with  football,  basket- 
ball touches  a far  more  responsive  fol- 
lowing in  Provo  and  Utah  county 
that  does  football.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  basketball  season  last  year  it 
was  easily  seen  that  the  Men's  gym 
would  be  too  small  for  the  crowds 
and  the  Provo  high  school  gymnasium 
was  secured.  That  proved  inadequate 
also. 

It  is  Our  prediction  that  even  with 
the  added  seating  capacity  of  the 
Ladies’  gymnasium  there  will  be  hun- 
dreds of  basketball  followers  who  will 
be  turned  away  and  forced  to  con- 
tend themselves  with  second  hand  ac- 
counts of  the  games. 

No  Solution  Coming 
Looking  a few  years  into  the  future 
we  see  no  solution  for  the  accomoda- 
tion of  the  crowds  at  basketball 
games  unless  the  fans  themselves  ap- 
preciate the  problem  in  its  signifi- 
cance. We  have  the  peculiar  situation 
staring  us  in  the  face  of  a small,  over- 
crowded gymnasium,  and  a magnifi- 
cent, empty  stadium. 

As  long  as  our  stadium  stands 
empty  and  staring  vacantly  at  foot 
ball  games,  our  basketball  teams  will 
play  in  small,  cooped  up  gymnasium 
while  hundreds  and,  yes,  thousands, 
who  would  willingly  pay  admission, 
are  turned  away  from  the  door. 

Football,  until  we  appreciate  it  as 
we  do  basketball,  will  continue  to  be 
an  enormous  expense  to  the  institu- 
tion and  it  is  bordering  close  to  the 
ridiculous  to  think  of  a great  big 
gymnasium  while  each  home  football 
game  must  be  written  on  the  red  side 
of  the  ledger. 

We  must  appreciate  and  support 
both  basketball  and  football  in  order 
to  realize  the  great  things  we  would 
have  for  one.

Bitter  Fights  Waged  For  Second 
And  Third  Places  As  Utah 
Takes  First 


As  far  as  the  official  conference 
football  situation  in  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Conference  is  concerned,  finis  is 
written  across  the  1929  page  of  its 
history. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year 
Utah  University  is  in  possession  of  the 
title.  The  Redskins  this  year  rolled  up 
the  most  impressive  record  ever  boast- 
ed by  a Rocky  Mountain  conference 
team.  It  met  and  defeated  six  of  the 
strongest  football  teams  of  the  Rockies 
by  decisive  margins.  Coach  Arm- 
strong’s Utes  have  amassed  188  points 
in  conference  competition  against  23 
scored  by  opiwnents,  and  take  their 
place  as  one  of  the  very  few  teams 
in  the  nation  that  finished  the  season 
undefeated. 

Against  the  Utah  State  Aggies  on 
Thanksgiving  day,  the  Utes  put  over 
four  touchdowns  while  the  Aggies 
scored  one. 

Thanksgiving  Sees  Last  Skirmishes 

Four  other  teams  closed  the  season 
on  Thanksgiving  day.  Colorado  Col- 
lege defeated  Colorado  Mines  13-0, 
while  Denver  university  completed  a 
disastrous  season  for  Colorado  Aggies 
by  administering  a 19-6  drubbing  to 
the  Fort  Collins  farmers. 

Two  teams,  Denver  U and  Colorado 
U,  tied  for  second  place  with  four 
victories,  one  defeat,  and  one  tie.  In- 
cidentally it  was  the  meeting  of  these 
two  teams  that  resulted  in  the  only 
tie  game  in  the  conference  this  year. 
Colorado  U lost  the  season’s  opener 
to  the  champion  Redskins  40-0,  while 
Denver  took  its  only  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  Colorado  College  by  a score 
of  3-2. 

C.  C.  And  B.  Y.  U.  Tied  for  Third 

Colorado  College  and  Brigham 
Young  University  are  in  a tie  for 
third  plade  with  four  hrictorics  and 
two  losses  each.  Young  lost  a dis- 
appointing 12-13  game  to  the  Mon- 
tana Slate  and  was  defeated  by  Utah 
45-13.  The  C.  C Tigers  were  well 
on  the  road  to  a successful  season  un- 
til the  Utih  State  Farmers  handed 
them  a jolting  10-0  set  back.  Its  other 
loss  was  to  Colorado  U. 

Montana  State  lost  only  one  game 
during  the  season,  but  since  it  had 
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only  three  games  scheduled  it  is  not 
reckoned  in  the  standing.  Utah  State 
won  its  first  start  from  Montana 
State,  9-0,  defeated  Wyoming  and 
then  stopped  Dutdli  Clark  find  his 
C.  of  C.  Tigers,  but  lost  to  Brigham 
Young,  Colorado  Aggies,  Denver  I’ 
and  Utah  U. 

C.  A.  C.  Has  Tough  Season 

Colorado  .Aggies  took  the  measure 
of  Wyoming  U,  Colorado  Mines,  Wes- 
tern State,  Utah  State,  but  was  de- 
feated by  Colorado  College,  Utah  U 
Colorado  U,  and  Denver.  Colorado 
State  Teachers  lost  games  to  Color- 
ado University,  Brigham  Young,  and 
won  from  Western  State.  Mines,  and 
W’yoming.  Colorado  Mines  had  too 
good  competition  and  went  down  tc 
defeat  before  Denver,  Colorado  Ag- 
gies, Colorado  Teachers,  Colorado  U. 
and  Colorado  College,  winning  only 
one  from  Western  State. 

Western  State  lost  many  close  de 
cisions  and  some  overwhelming  ones. 
It  finished  the  season  with  four  losses 
to  Mines,  Colorado  Teachers,  B.  Y. 
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a recognized  club  on  the  campus  and 
it  is  necessary  that  you  get  permis- 
sion from  the  President  and  Board  ot 
Regents  of  your  school  to  draw  up  a 
petition  requesting  affiliation  with  the 
honorary  journalistic  Pi  Delta  Epsilon 
Fraternity.  After  this  is  done  the  of-
